There  is  no  question  about  the  direct 
liability  of  the  corporation  if  the  present 
bridge  went  down  with  loss  of  life,  like 
ltx  predecessor  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 
We  have  mentioned  three  engineering 
reports,  but  actually  through  the  piece 
there  have  been  more.  There  have  been 
written  warnings  by  Messrs.  Preston, 
Stewart,  Carruthers  and  others  at  an 
earlier  period.  These  men  were  competent 
civil  engineers  Mr.  Carruthers,  the  latest 
to  report  on  the  bridge,  was  one  of  the 
most  experienced  bridge  engineers  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  and  served  a long  career  in 
that  very  capacity  with  the  provincial 
department  of  public  works.  None  of 
them  minced  matters,  and  what  they  as- 
certained is  permanently  on  record. 

In  view.of  this  accumulating  degree  of 
warning,  the  City  would  find  itself  very 
much  on  the  spot  if  a second  disaster  hap- 
pened.

Somebody  In  Mo*co$  slipped  up 
badly  when  applying  for  permix- 
sb*n  to  send  Ivan  Tsvetkov  to  Ot- 
tawa ax  a reporter  for  Taa*.  the  Rus- 
sian news  agency. 

Tsvetkov's  predecessor*  In  Ottawa 
had  entered  Canada  on  ordinary 
visas,  hut  thr  Russian*  requested  a 
diplomatic  visa  fur  Tsvetkov.  Cana- 
dian officials  wondered,  hut  granted 
the  request. 

After  Tsvetkov  arrived  in  Ottawa 
he  applied  for  membership  in  ihe 
Parliamentary  Pres*  Gallery.  The 
gallery  refused  to  accept  him  on  the 
ground  that  his  diplomatic  passport 
and  his  Usiiog  as  a member  of  the 
Russian  embassy  staff  raised  doubts 
as  to  his  true  status. 

Although  denied  use  of  the  press 
gallery’s  facilities.  Tsvetkov  can  still 
file  despatches  to  Moscow  and  other- 
wise carry  out  the  duties  of  a re- 
porter. However,  as  « member  of 
the  embassy  staff,  hr  is  subject  to 
the  Canadian  regulation  that  he  may 
not  travel  farther  than  25  miles  from 
Ottawa  without  permission. 

The  3Ayear-old  Russian  would  be 
better  off  with  his  diplomatic  status. 
But  to  lose  it  he  will  have  to  leave 
Canada,  get  another  Russian  pass- 
port. and  make  application  all  over 
again  for  an  ordinary  Canadian  viaa.

New  car 
Insurance  rates  for  the  "non- 
board" companioa  were  an- 
nounced Wednesday  by  John  R. 
Naylor,  chairman  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Automobile  Insurance 
Conference  of  B.C. 

The  30  members  of  the  inde- 
pendent conference  write  about 
half  of  the  car  insurance  in  B.C. 

Their  rate*  follow  closely  the 
pattern  announced  last  week  by 
1.50  "hoard"  companies. 

Chief  difference  between  the 
two  is  that  most  Independent 
companies  will  offer  "pink  slip" 
Insurance  at  Si  leas  for  Class  2 
owners  and  S2  less  for  Class  4 
policyholders  businessmen  who 
drive  company-owned  cars. 

Collision  insurance  will  cost 
from  5 to  8 per  cent  leas  than 
hoard  rates,  depending  on  lora-  ^ 
tlon. 

MORE  SELECTIVE 

Asked  to  explain  the  differ- 
ence between  hoard  and  indc 
pendent  companies  in  so  far  as 
rate  setting  is  concerned.  Mr.

New  rates  for  board  eompan 
Ies  became  effective  April  1 
However,  there  is  variation  In 
effective  date*,  for  the  indepep 
dents.  Some  agents  will  he  writ- 
ing new  business  this  month  on 
.the  new  rates  but  accepting  re- 
newals at  the  old  rates  until 
May  1.  The  rest  will  be  writing 
both  new  and  renewal  policies 
with  the  new  rates  effective 
cither  April  1 or  May  1. 

Other  features  of  thr  rate 
change*  are  the  same  as  the 
hoard  rompanies.
